The Disco v erer and Fo under 
A few years past the middle of 
the last century, when much o f

the Disco v erer and Fo under of 
Christian Science, the co nscio us­ 
ness that man has an inherent 
right to freedo m. She had wrest- 
(led in her o wn tho ught and in her 
o wn perso n with the enslav ements 
o f po v erty, disease, and so rro w. 
In her striv ing, she. had turned 
definitely away fro m the accus­ 
to med material means fo r reliev ­ 
ing the pains and heartaches of 
humanity, and had so ught the 
div ine plan o f salv atio n as fur­ 
nished in the life and wo rk o f 
Jesus o f Nazareth 


during the interv ening years. 
Christian Science, as disco v er­ 
ed and fo unded by Mrs. Eddy, is 
no t a mere theo ry, but is a 
practical and effectiv e elucidatio n 
o f infinite po wer that has to o 
lo ng 
been 
co nsidered 
such a 
mystery as to be beyo nd the 
reach o f the o rdinary thinker and 
wo rker. 
Wo rking o ut fo r her­ 
self the questio n o f health and 
the questio n o f supply, Mrs. Eddy 
used the teaching and example of 
Jesus o f Nazareth and the wo rks 
and wo rds o f the o utstanding 
characters o f the Bible. 
In her 
o wn writings she has giv en full 
credit to the Bible and to Christ 
Jesus fo r her awakening to the 
discernment and use o f ev er-pres­ 
ent go o d.

This message is enabling

| the Ho ly Scriptures, and is mak- 
| ing o f them able readers o f the 


Scientists. Mo st assuredly it do es 
no t, and its chief v alue to the 
Christian Scientist is that it in­ 
terprets the Bible and rev eals it 
in a true“ spiritual light that 
makes 
it 
understandable 
and 
usable in a practical way in ev ­ 
eryday life. 
To the stranger, the first read­ 
ing o f the textbo o k may present 
difficulties. The co nclusio ns there­ 
in may upset many cherished be­ 
liefs co ncerning the permanence 
o f m atter and material life. There 
may also be reco mmended heights 
in thinking and liv ing which the 
av erage perso n is no t ready o r 
willing to embrace. A co ntinued 
and intelligent 
reading 
o f the

sirable co ntemplatio n M a higher 
standard o f thinking and liv ing.

Christian Science tc Mrs. Eddy, 
she early discerned Go d to be 
creato r, and her co nclusio ns and 
teaching co ncerning creatio n hav e 
held co nsistently to this po int. 
The 
first chapter o f 
Genesis, 
which may be termed the acco unt 
o f 
spiritual 
creatio n, 
redtes, 
“And Go d saw ev ery thing that 
he had made, and, beho ld, it 
was v ery go o d.” 
When to this 
quo tatio n is added the o ne fro m 
the Go spel o f Jo hn, “All things 
were made by him; and witho ut 
him was no t any thing made that 
was made,” we hav e a basis fo r 
the assumptio n in Christian Sci­ 
ence 
that all creatio n 
is v ery 
go o d. Surely, the wo rld will no t 
quarrel 
with 
a 
teaching that 
credits Go d with being the autho r 
and creato r o f a perfect univ erse. 
Indeed, ascribing anything less 
than the perfect to Go d seems 
almo st blasphemy. 
Co rrect spiritual interpretatio n 
o f the Bible rev eals that Go d is 
pro perly defined and described as 
Lo v e, Life, Truth, So ul, Mind, 
Spirit, Principle. 
Any 
o ne 
o f 
these syno nyms, o r all o f them, 
studied and po ndered, will bring 
to human co nscio usness a co n 
cept 
that is 
flawless, 
lo v able, 
beautiful, exalting in its satisfac­ 
tio n. 
Such a co ncept o f Go d 
must be had befo re mankind can 
Bible. 
The textbo o k o f Christian; be truly o bedient to the co m- 
Science is a real bo o n to earnest mand to lo v e Go d. 
One co uld 
Christians striv ing to find in the 
Bible irrefutable ev idence o f Go d, 
enabling the Bible reader to per­ 
ceiv e quickly the spiritual impo rt 
and intent o f the Biblical text. 
Briefly put, this spiritual inter­ 
pretatio n o f the Bible rev eals 
always in the Biblical text the 
go o dness, the perfectio n,* the al- 
mightiness o f Go d as Lo v e. 
The textbo o k has beco me o f 
wo rldwide reputatio n, and is read 
and ho no red by many o utside the 
: anks o f Christian Science. 
Of 
practical interest is the fact that 
in the early histo ry o f the text­ 
bo o k it was extensiv ely criticized 
and co ndemned, whereas in its 
mo re abundant circulatio n and its

She glimpsed press o r ev en in the church pul- 
the practical *po ssibility o f do ing

In

prise. 
Thro ugh her unfailing re­ 


pits. 
Acco rding to many, many 
testimo nies, this bo o k has been 
the means o f bringing physical 
healing and regeneratio n to peo ­ 
ple thro ugho ut the wo rld. 
The 
reading o f this bo o k will surely 
bless anyo ne’s effo rt, whether o r 
no t he be interested in Christian 
Science, fo r it will% undo ubtedly 
aro use his tho ught* to a mo re 
earnest co nsideratio n o f the v er­ 
ities o f being. 
The Chistian Science textbo o k 
is so o ften quo ted and referred to 
by Christian Scientists that the 
o utsider may so metimes wo nder 
whether o r no t this bo o k takes 
the place o f the Bible in the 
study and reading o f Christian 
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scarcely be expected to lo v e and 
ho no r a wicked diety,' o r an un 
intelligent diety, o r an unreliable 
diety, o r an unkno wn diety. 
Dev il o r Satan 
Christian Science stresses the 
tho ught o f the* impo ssibility o f 
any ev il, o r imperfectio n, o r disj 
co rd, as pro ceeding fro m Go d 
The result o f this teaching is to 
impress upo n Christian Scientists 
the false and impo ssible charac 
ter o r being o f a so -called Satan 
o r dev il. The teaching o f an all- 
po werful and ev er-o perating dev il 
o r ev il is o ne o f the theo lo gical 
curses o f the ages. 
The v ery 
tho ught o f an ev il po &er in co m­ 
petitio n with Go d has bro ught 
fear, ev en terro r, almo st uni­ 
v ersally to the human tho ught, 
and has been respo nsible fo r all 
the suffering and misery o f the 
human family. 
Christian Scientists find great 
freedo m and peace in the teach­ 
ing o f Christ Jesus co ncerning 
the no thingness and po werlessness 
o f a so -called dev il. 
The histo ry 
o r nature o f Satan as giv en in 
the Bible is reco gnized as a v ain 
effo rt to bring ev il into go o d, o r 
hate into lo v e, o r the unreal into 
the real. This is an inco nsistency 
o f tho ught which is impo ssible o f 
acco mplishment, 
and a g a i n s t 
which o ne is warned in the first 
co mmandment, “Tho u shalt hav e 
no o ther go ds befo re me.” 
This 
is no t to say that the warnings 
o f the Bible against ev il and the 
unhappy experiences o f mankind 
as v ictims o f ev il beliefs are with­ 
o ut significance. 
We reco gnize 
that mankind needs co nstantly to 
be aware o f the suggestio n and 
temptatio n to believ e and to be 
influenced by a po wer o ppo sed to 
Go d, o ppo sed to go o d, and the 
need to o ppo se it. Faithful prac­ 
tice o f Christian Science sho ws 
that o ne must be alert and awake 
and intelligent to discern go o d; 
^nd to apprehend the appearance 
o f ev il and to resist the appeal 
thereo f and steadfastly to refuse 
to be influenced o r harmed there­ 
by. 
Christian Science calls upo n 
its fo llo wers to be co ntinuo usly 
activ e in ho lding to the po wer 
and presence and reality o f go o d, 
o r the manifestatio n o f Go d. as 
well as to be alert and intelligent 
and faithful in o ppo sing, denying, 
and destro ying in their tho ught 
and their liv es the illusio n, the 
appearance, and the suggestio n 
o f ev il o r dev il. 
Man the Child o f Go d 
Allied to the study co ncerning 
the nature and character o f Go d 
is the necessary co nsequent, the 
true discernment o f man. Indeed, 
the po et’s expressio n might be 
helpfully changed to read, “The 
pro per study o f mankind is Go d 
and man.” 
The effo rt to under­ 
stand man 
pro perly, as he is 
spiritually rev ealed, pro bably re 
quires a mo re persistent rev ersal 
o f human tho ught than is wit 
nessed 
in 
studying co ncerning 
Go d. 
Until the co ming o f Chris­ 
tian Science, with the purity and 
clarity o f its co ncept o f man, the 
human tho ught has generally in 
dulged in the co nclusio n that man 
is bo th spiritual and material, o r 
is bo dy, with* so ul i# so me way 
co nnected therewith. 


Christ Jesus, in his ministry 
as well as in his wo rds, taught 
the perfectio n o f man, ev en to 
claiming his perfect likeness to 
the Father, Go d. 
Jesus’ well- 
kno wn statement, “Be ye there­ 
fo re perfect, ev en as yo ur Fath­ 
er which is in heav en is perfect,” 
is held in Christian Science to 
be mandato ry. The Master’s co n­ 
clusio n 
leav es 
no 
intermediate 
po sitio n, o r lesser co ncept o f man 
than the perfect. There is there­ 
fo re no thing radical o r rev o lu­ 
tio nary in co nsidering in o ne’s 
ev ery tho ught the co ncept o f per­ 
fect man. 
Such a co ncept is 
autho rized by the familiar wo rds 
in the first chapter o f Genesis, 
that Go d created man in His o wn 
image and likeness. 
This religio n ado pts with bo ld­ 
ness the autho ritativ e manner o f 
Christ 
Jesus 
in 
teaching and 
claiming the perfect. In harmo ny, 
then, 
with 
Jesus 
wo rds and 
wo rks, the Christian Science text­ 
bo o k says (Science and Health, 
p. 475): “Man is spiritual and 
perfect; . . . Man is idea; . . . 
he is no t physique. 
He is the 
co mpo und idea o f Go d. includ­ 
ing all right ideas; . . . that 
which has no t a single quality 
underiv ed fro m Diety.” This co n­ 
cept o f man, translated into o ur 
daily tho ught and liv es, lifts the 
human co nscio usness 
fro m 
the 
physical to the spiritual, fro m 
the disco rdant to the harmo nio us, 
fro m the fearful to the co nfident, 
fro m the imperfect to the per­ 
fect. - 
Adhering to this perfect co n­ 
cept o f man, it is no t strange o r 
unbeliev able, that, ho lding such 
a co ncept o f man, the great Mas­ 
ter was able to do the healing 
wo rks that so filled his ministry. 
With such a fo undatio n, o ne need 
no t marv el that this wo rker was 
able to speak as o ne hav ing au­ 
tho rity, 
and 
thereby 
cast 
o ut 
dev ils 
r ev il beliefs, and bring 
men to a kno wledge o f their real 
nature and being as so ns o f God. 
Jesus’ missio n and purpo se was, 
as ev idenced by his wo rks, to 
bring human co nscio usness to a 
realizatio n o f what man truly is 
as the so n o f Go d. His wo rk was 
to aro use, awaken, and to info rm 
man o f his o wn identity. 
The 
salv atio n o ffered, and taught, and 
demo nstrated by Jesus is, then, 
man being sav ed fro m false be­ 
liefs co ncerning Go d and Go d’s 
creatio n, which is the impo rt o f 
the 
Master’s o ft-quo ted wo rds, 
“If ye co ntinue in my wo rd, then 
are ye my disciples indeed; and 
ye shall kno w the truth, and 
the truth shall make yo u free.” 
Wo rk, Treatment o f 
Prayer 
To the beginner in Christian 
Science, o r to o ne who is sick 
and has no t been able to find 
his healing in medicine, there 
co mes 
naturally 
the 
inquiry, 
“Ho w can I use Christian Science 
fo r my o wn healing, o r fo r my 
o wn 
spiritual 
impro v ements?” 
This is a fair questio n, and, to 
the earnest perso n, thro ugh a 
faithful 
and 
co nsistent 
effo rt, 
there will generally co me a satis­ 
facto ry result. 
One sho uld first 
realize that wo rk, o r treatment, 
in Christian Science is no t physi­ 
cal, but is who lly mental, o r 
spiritual. This effo rt is no t so me­ 
thing mysterio us o r difficult to 
understand, but is perceiv ing and 
claiming the truth o f being. 
A go o d 
beginning 
is to be 
fo und in the first chapter o f the 
Christian Science textbo o k, and 
the first sentence (Science and 
Health, p. 1), “The prayer thqt 
refo rms the sinner and heals the 
sick is an abso lute faith that all 
things are po ssible to Go d,—a 
spiritual understanding o f Him, 
an unselfed lo v e.” 
If the perso n 
seeking physical o r spiritual re­ 
generatio n can exercise this faith 
in Go d, and co ntinues his search 
fo r a spiritual understanding of 
Go d. he will find healing. Natur­ 
ally, o ne sho uld appro ach this 
activ ity v v ith co nfidence that he 
will be healed. Jesus established 
this standard o f co nfidence in the 
saying, “What so ev er things ye 
desire, 
when 
ye pray, believ e 
that ye receiv e them, and ye 
shall hav e them.” 
Christian Sci 
entists find it always helpful to 
appro ach ev ery task and ev ery 
enterprise o f their liv es with the 
assured co nfidence o f success, be­ 
cause they hav e relied upo n the 
po wer o f Go d. 
We need to re­ 
alize in Christian Science wo rk, 
that there is no intentio n no r 
effo rt to change what is real o r 
true. 
The real man o f Go d’s 
creatio n canno t be sick o r absent 
frjm the Father’s kno wledge and 
care. 
If we remember the New Tes­ 
tament acco unt o f Jesus’ heal­ 
ings, we recall that he was ev er 
co nfident o f success in his wo rk 
There is no reco rd that he ev er 
used expressio ns that implied any 
do ubt o r fear in his tho ught, but 
that he spo ke with autho rity al­ 
ways. Then in o ur plans and o ur 
wo rk in Christian Science we 
must speak and act as tho se 
hav ing autho rity. 
We are au­ 
tho rized by the Master to do 
healing wo rks in his name; and 
his pro mise and his wo rd is that 
as the wo rk is do ne in his name 
it will succeed. Healing in Chris­ 
tian Science is no t resto ring fal­ 
len man to high estate, but is 
reco gnizing 
and 
claiming 
that 
man has nev er been separated 
fro m Go d and can nev er be sep­ 
arated fro m the lo v e o f Go d, ev en 
as is po inted o ut in Paul’s letter 
to the Ro mans (Ro mans 8:38-39 ). 
Ho w interesting and instruc­ 
tiv e is the study o f the healings 
perfo rmed by Jesus in co nnec­ 
tio n with o ne’s effo rts to apply 
this healing truth in Christian 
Science. 
Healing o f the Infirm 
Wo man 
The healing o f the wo man in­ 
firm fo r eighteen years is inter­ 


esting as illustrating Jesus’ meth­ 
o d o f wo rk o r treatment. 
In 
this case he said that the wo man 
was bo und by Satan. Apparently 
Jesus did no t acco rd any po wer 
to Satan, because he said simply 
to the wo man, “Wo man, tho u art 
lo o sed 
fro m 
thine 
infirmity.” 
Whereupo n she was immediately 
made straight. 
It is fair and 
reaso nable to assume that in this 
case, as in all cases where Jesus 
healed, he saw the no thingness 
and po werlessness o f this ev il o r 
sick manifestatio n, which acco rds 
with his statement in the Go spel 
o f Jo hn, that Satan “is a liar, 
and the father o f it.” Jesus also 
said in this instance that this 
wo man, being a daughter o f Ab­ 
raham, was entitled to be lo o sed 
fro m her infirmity. 
The Chris­ 
tian Science textbo o k, in giv ing 
the spiritual 
interpretatio n

This is undo ubtedly 
a real discernment o f mental ac­ 
tiv ity that will aid the patient in 
realizing his true status as

rights under the will. 
Generally, 
i.t is o bligato ry to pro duce af­ 
firmativ e pro o f as to his identity 
and his relatio nship, that he may 
certainly establish his legal right 
to the inheritance.

established and the 
false testimo ny against him is de­ 
stro yed, 
his inheritance is ac­ 
co rded him.

A POSSIBLE SOLUTION 
Traffic death s and accidents increased th rough ­ 
out th e S tate of California last year. 
Ch ief E. Raymond Cato, wh ile on a v isit to 
S anta Ana recently, told th e w riter th a t h e was 
h andicapped due to th e lack of men and eq uip­ 
ment. 
Pleas to th e last legislature for additional funds 
to adeq uately eq uip and man th e High way Patrol 
fell on deaf ears. 
Howev er, th ere seems to be a 
way of solv ing th e sh ortage of funds problem if 
only th e legislature will take action. 
Ev ery year money obtained from th e gasoline 
tax is apportioned. 
Th irty-fiv e per cent is giv en 
to th e motor v eh icles departm ent; 50 per cent 
of th e balance goes for state h igh ways and th e re­ 
mainder is returned to th e counties. 
Th e h igh way departm ent h as a h uge surplus of 
funds on h and and not so many years ago a t­ 
tempted to div ert $9 ,000,000 for oth er purposes, 
but to no av ail. 
Certain monies from registration of cars each 
year go to th e state h igh ways. 
If th e h igh way departm ent h as a surplus of 
money on h and wh y wouldn’t it be a good idea to 
turn ov er th e monies receiv ed from car registra­ 
tion to th e m otor v eh icle department. Ch ief Cato 
estim ated th e am ount to be in th e neigh borh ood of 
$3,000,000. 
W ith an additional th ree millions th e 
h igh way patrol could adeq uately patrol and regu­ 
late traffic th rough out th e state with additional 
men and eq uipment. 
It would cut down th e number of accidents and 
likewise th e number of fatalities. 
It seems th is migh t be a good project for one 
of our legislators to furth er at th e coming ses­ 
sion of th e legislature.

TOUGH ON THE LITTLE FELLOW 
(Ch icago Tribune) 
Th e federal trade commission in its 19 38 re­ 
port, proposed an amendment to th e Clayton 
antitrust act. 
Section 7 of th e act declares un­ 
lawful th e acq uisition by one corporation of th e 
capital stock of anoth er, wh en th e result would 
be to reduce competition materially. 
One concern 
migh t, h owev er, sell out its ph ysical assets to 
anoth er with out running afoul of th e law. 
Th e 
trade commission wanted th is ch anged so as to 
proh ibit any corporation producing 10 per cent 
or more of th e total output of any industry from 
acq uiring th e assets of a competing firm, or its 


It was at once pointed out th at th e trade com­ 
mission was sh ooting at th e big fellows and 
h utrng th e little ones. At present th e owner of 
a small business in an industry dominated bv 
giants can freq uently dispose of h is plant to one 
o„ th em adv antageously if h e desires to retire. 
But under th e trade commission proposal such 
a sale would be illegal and th e owner would h av e 
to find a buyer m anoth er line of business. 
And 
th e trade names, prestige, customer lists, and 
dealer organizations in one line h av e no sale 
v alue m anoth er line. 
Congress did not do th is grav e injustice to 
small businesses. 
But Th urman Arnold, assistant 
attorney general in ch arge of th e antitrust div i­ 
sion, is acting as if it did. 
Last week th e stock­ 
h olders of th e Fisk Rubber corporation- v oted to 
sell th e assets of th eir company .to th e United 
States Rubber company for about 11 million dol­ 
lars. 
Th is is precisely th e situation wh ich th e 
trade commission declared, in its annual report 
th e antitrust laws did not cov er. 
’ 
Hov er, in a letter to th e United States Rub­ 
ber company Mr. Arnold stated th at th e sale 
was of doubtful v alidity. He said th at it was h is 
tentativ e judgment th at th e completion of th e 
sale would v iolate th e antitrust laws, and th at h e 
sh ould proceed in th e courts to knock it out. 
Hav ing decided th at th e failure of congress to 
| fpve h im any power ov er th e incident was no 
drawback, 
Mr. 
Arnold 
proceeded 
to prescribe 
tiie buyer sh ould do with th e business after 
0« ying it. 
He said in h is letter:

A contributor comments on my contention th at 
th e farm er’s pligh t would be solv ed by perm itting 
th e farm er’s boys and girls coming to town re­ 
ducing th e cost of wh at th e farm er h as to buy. 
He contends it will be done by keeping wages to 
th e lowest possible lev els th rough competition with 
th e farm er’s sons and daugh ters. 
Now th e statem ent, “keeping wages to th e lowest 
possible lev el,” is supposed to be th e great silencer, 
th e final clinch er th at sh ould put any adv ocate 
of a free m arket for labor to sh ame and cause 
h im to be branded as a selfish , greedy capitalist 
w ith out any h uman feeling. 
But it does not. Th e reason is, a free m arket for 
labor will not keep wages down. It will raise wages. 
It will enable th e man, wh o will raise th e pur­ 
ch asing power—th e real wages of all consumers— 
more th an any oth er worker, to h av e th e job. 
Because th is benefit is diffused ov er all con­ 
sumers, it is not as apparent as th e concentrated, 
m aterial benefit th a t th e worker h as wh o gets 
more th an th e natural wage, is apparent. But it is 
a g reater benefit A printer wh o sets a column of 
type, or a w orker wh o lays 10 sq uare feet of tile, 
will be enabled to exch ange th is labor for doing 
one of th ese jobs for much more of th e comforts of 
life if all people are perm itted to produce oth er 
th ings th at th ese laborers want. 
By perm itting all workers to work at w h atev er 
will pay th em th e h igh est wages, will not reduce 
th e real wage of any worker, but will greatly in­ 
crease it. 
If th e tile setter were th e only m an wh o was 
producing wealth , it would not exch ange for any­ 
th ing. It is only because oth er people are perm itted 
to produce oth er th ings h e w ants th a t h is real 
wages, h is real purch asing power, is greatly in­ 
creased by a free m arket th at increases produc­ 
tion. 
Th e columns of th is paper are open for any 
contradiction of th is conclusion.

Truly, collectiv e bargaining th at interferes with 
freeing th e spirit of man, as Jesus adv ocated and 
as th e Constitution proclaimed, is our greatest 
waster.

WASHINGTON — So many be­ 
h ind-th e-scenes negotiators h av e 
been trying to patch up peace in 
Europe recently th at it is difficult 
to ev aluate 
all 
th e 
diplomatic 
jockeying. 
Howev er, out of 
th ese 
“v ery, 
v ery informal” 
suggestions, 
and 
th e “q uite, q uite informal” count­ 
er-suggestions, it is possible to 
piece togeth er two or th ree defin­ 
ite arid im portant facts. 
First of th ese is th at Rome def­ 
initely h as become th e 
clearing 
h ouse for peace, and th at Musso­ 
lini and th e Pope are working en­ 
ergetically, ev en fev erish ly, to end 
th e war. 
From th is alone it would appear 
th at Roosev elt was amply justi­ 
fied in sending Myron Taylor to 
Rome as special env oy to th e 
Vatican. 
Th e second fact is th at Musso­ 
lini and Roosev elt h av e exch anged 
sev eral priv ate messages regard­ 
ing th eir general h ope for peace. 
Th e messages went th rough th ird 
parties, but were effectiv e none 
th e less. 
In th e most im portant 
one, th e Italian 
dictator, 
wh o 
th ree sh ort years ago denounced 
Roosev elt’s Buenos Aires speech 
attacking dictators, proceeded to 
butter up Roosev elt in approxi­ 
m ately th e following language: 
. “In yourself, myself 
and 
th e 
Pope we h av e th e th ree people in 
th e world most able 
to 
bring 
about peace. 
Th e Pope h as th e 
greatest spiritual power and th e 
greatest influence in all Cath olic 
countries. 
I, th rough Italy, h old 
th e balance of power in Europe. 
And you h av e th e brains and con­ 
trol th e greatest reserv e of money 
and raw m aterials in th e world.” 
British Distrust 
Offset against th is Italian eag 
erness for peace is a c e r t a i n 
am ount of British and French dis­ 
trust. Wh ile th ere are v ery strong 
peace elements with in th e British 
gov ernment, th ey are a little wary 
of Mussolini. 
Th ey feel th at h e is a bit too 
anxious, th at h e may be merely a 
blind for Germany, th at actually 
it is Germany, not Italy, wh ich is 
so anxious to end th e war. 
Despite th is distrust, th e British 
ambassador in Rome, Sir Percy 
Loraine, h as h ad some im portant 
conv ersations with Foreign Min­ 
ister Ciano, in wh ich a consider­ 
able conciliation h as been inter­ 
mixed with a certain aloofness. 
Perh aps th e most 
conciliatory 
ov erture was Sir Percy’s h int th at 
if a United States of Europe 
sh ould be created, th e boundaries 
of 
Poland 
and 
Czech oslov akia 
would not be important. 
Th is in­ 
dicated th at th e British would 
permit th ese two countries to re­ 
main largely under German dom­ 
ination. 
Th e 
British 
ambassador also 
h inted th at in forming any Unit­ 
ed States of Europe, it migh t be 
desirable to discuss raw m aterial 
supplies for th ose European na­ 
tions—presumably Italy and Ger­ 
many—wh ich lack th em. 
Mixed with th is, h owev er, was 
th e v ery positiv e statem ent th at 


Great B ritain would consider no 
peace until H itler stepped down, 
and completely 
surrendered 
th e 
reins of gov ernment. 
Hitler the Enig ma 
One th ing wh ich 
makes 
th e 
British a little suspicious of th e 
Mussolini ov ertures is th at th ey 
can’t figure out H itler’s part in 
th e picture. 
So far, th ey h av e been able to 
trace all of th e peace mov es to 
Field M arsh al Herman Goering, 
none to Hitler. 
Wh ile Goering; is 
th e No. 2 Nazi and supposedly 
th e closest m an to Hitler, h e is 
far more moderate, represents th e 
less political v iewpoint 
of 
th e 
German army. And no one can be 
q uite sure wh eth er h e is talking 
for h imself, or for Hitler. 
Also, th e Allies can get no def­ 
inite information out of Germany 
as to wh eth er H itler m igh t step 
out of office. 
Th ere are conflict­ 
ing rumors about th is. 
He once 
told Sir Nev ille Henderson th at 
h e wanted to retire from office 
and become a great painter. ‘ 
More recently come reports th at 
Hitler 
considers 
h imself 
not 
merely leader of Germany but th e 
liberator of oth er European peo­ 
ples, and is awaiting th e time 
wh en h e can “lead” French people 
in th rowing off th eir present gov ­ 
ernment. 
So probably th e truest th ing 
th at can be said about Europe is 
th at peace, just as before Septem­ 
ber I, still depends almost entirely 
upon one man. 


Fellow Citizens: 
Wh en Mr. Ph illips says th a t my 
letter is th e best proof h e h as 
seen th at collectiv e 
bargaining 
does not raise wage lev els, h e is 
certainly putting a low estim ate 
on h is own and 
oth er 
w riters’ 
arguments aimed at th at purpose. 
Th ere is not a word in h is letter, 
th at ev en h ints at an argum ent 
against my contention. 
He accepts my claim th at wage 
lev els h av e risen more 
rapidly 
th an commodity price lev els, and 
h e also in h is orange illustration, 
clearly attributes th at condition to 
collectiv e bargaining, wh ich was 
exactly wh at I attem pted to sh ow. 
I tried in th at letter to sh ow

F irst th at th e ev ils th ey 
complain of are not a necessary 
result of collectiv e bargaining, but 
an abuse of it, aided and abetted 
by certain laws and judicial de­ 
cisions, th at h av e enabled

collectiv e bargaining a dangerous 
weapon in th eir h ands. 
Th e second point 
I 
tried 
to 
make was th at during th e time 
th at 
collectiv e 
bargaining 
h as 
been 
practiced 
and 
especially 
wh ere it h as been dominant, wage 
lev els h av e risen more rapidly and 
to a comparativ ely h igh er point 
th an oth er nrice lev els. I did not 
claim th at th at was a good th ing. 
I frankly admit th at wh en I re­ 
ceiv ed $1.37^4 an h our for car­ 
penter work, 
considering 
oth er 
price lev els th en, I receiv ed more 
th an I earned. I 
also 
consider 
th at any tradesman, wh o during 
th is depression h as receiv ed th at 
much or more h as receiv ed more 
th an h e earned. 
I cannot see h ow any observ ing 
man wh o h as noted 
conditions 
th rough th e past fifty years, can 
doubt th at wage lev els of all wage 
earners, h av e risen more th an all 
oth er price lev els, and I cannot 
h elp attributing part of th at gain 
to fair collectiv e bargaining. 
Wh ile on th is subject I w ant to 
pay my respects to Mr. Colbeck 
wh o recently gav e us a disser­ 
tation on “Mice and Men.” Wh en 
I h ad finish ed reading th at nice 
letter, I h ad to conclude th at if 
Mr. C. was expressing h is candid 
belief, h e m ust be an anarch ist, 
or at least an opponent

democracy, for our wh ole demo- 
cratic policy is a clear

of h onest collectiv e 
bargaining. 
We select our representativ es and 
delegate to th em th e power to 
make rules to gov ern us, and we 
as “mice” h av e no oth er ch oice 
th an to obey th em. It is true th ere 
are certain liberties th ey cannot 
take from us, unless we by a 
multiple majority, giv e th em au­ 
th ority to do so. Th erein lies th e 
ev il so commonly attributed to 
collectiv e bargaining. Proper lim­ 
itations h av e not been put on it 
by our legislators and our courts. 
In my opinion our law m akers 
and our law 
interpreters 
h av e 
beerf too sympath etic with , and 
too lenient toward unfair labor 
practices, but th e reason for th at 
leniency lies directly at th e door 
of industry, for it was 
industry 
th at inv ented collectiv e bargain­ 
ing. 
Th e teleph one is a fair illustra­ 
tion. I remember wh en th e tele­ 
ph one was inv ented. As soon as 
its great 
usefulness 
h ad 
been 
demonstrated, independent 
com­ 
panies establish ed indiv idual sys­ 
tems v ery rapidly in all cities and 
large towns. Soon,' persons in one 
system wish ed to talk to persons 
in anoth er system and 
it 
was 
necessary 
to 
make 
working 
agreem ents 
between 
different 
systems, (th e first step in collec­ 
tiv e bargaining). 
Long distance 
was establish ed, but it was v ery 
unsatisfactory. In 19 08 I tried to 
h old a conv ersation with a party ^ 
100 miles away, and 
h ad 
to 
guess at about h alf h e said. Th en 
someone inv ented th e amplifier or 
wh atev er it 
was 
called 
wh ich 
made it as jasy to send th e v oice 
a th ousand miles as one. Th is sys­ 
tem could not be establish ed und­ 
er th e working 
agreements 
as 
originally formed, and th e h old­ 
ing company was formed, (anoth er 
step 
in 
collectiv e 
bargaining). 
Finally a giant 
company 
was 
formed wh ich by one means or 
anoth er got control of all th e in­ 
dependent companies. I h av e h eard 
some h arrowing tales of th e m eth ­ 
ods used to 
persuade 
some 
of 
th ese companies to 
“join 
up.” 
Probably th e unions learned some 
of th eir pressure meth ods in th is 
sch ool. Wh ile many of us deplore 
th e meth ods of th is one example 4) 
of collectiv e bargaining, we all 
agree th at th e final result is both 
necessary and good.

In fact, it is so nec­ 
essary to life th at babies are 
usually bom with a reserv e sup­ 
ply of copper, wh ich is associated 
with th e form ation of th e red 
blood cells and th e red coloring 
m atter of th e blood. 
In most of 
th e food one obtains in th e diet, 
iron, an essential element in th e 
red coloring m atter of th e blood, 
and copper are usually found to­ 
geth er. 
Most foods th at supply to th e 
body from 4 to 5 l/000th s of a 
gram of iron will also supply 
about one l/1000th of a gram of 
copper. 
M eats are an excellent 
source of iron and copper, but 
poultry is better th an beef for 
th e copper content. 
Iron and 
copper are usually found in th e 
leafy v egetables, th e seeds like 
beans and peas, and th e root 
v egetables. 
Liv er 
and 
oysters 
are also rich in iron and copper. 
Th e body of a h uman being of 
ordinary 
size 
contains 
about 
125/1000th s of a gram of copper. 
Most of th is is contained in th e 
muscles, th e bones and th e liv er. 
Th ese tissues in animals, th ere­ 
fore, are good for th eir iron and 
copper content.* 
* 
* 
Anemias, wh en th ey occur in 
infants, indicate 
th e 
need 
for 
both copper and iron; but it h as 
been found th at 
adults 
h av e 
enough copper stored in th e body 
so th at extra copper is seldom 
req uired. 
Since th e am ount of 
copper needed in th e diet is so 
small, it is seldom necessary for 
th e av erage person to giv e much 
concern to its prov ision. 
If peo­ 
ple plan suitably for iron, th e 
copper will usually take care of 
itself. 
Since th ese discov eries are fair­ 
ly recent, inv estigators are con­ 
tinuing to study th e q uestion of 
anemia as it affects infants and 
women—particularly women wh o 


th ose nursing babies.

I know that parents owe their 
children a good home, a sound 
education and a feeling of seeur- 
f'ity. These young people had just 
that. 
Now their parents need a 
good home and a feeling of se­ 
curity. 
I think it is their turn 
to serve. I have no patience with 
persons who say that children owe 
nothing to their parents b ecause 
they didn’t ask to b e b rought in­ 
to the world. 
Asked or not, life was given 
them. 
What would any one of 
them sell his chance to life of 
today? They were given love and 
care for devotion. 
They were 
served with sacrifice and joy. 
These are priceless gifts that no 
amount of money, work and care 
can ever repay. 
Nor should children look upon 
this as a duty without pleasure to 
lighten it.
